| The Conferenos, itis said, has decided 
that no part of the Turkish empire shall be 
occupied, on any pretext, by the allied. ar-

ty of peace. Consequently,when the treaty 
of March 30th, shall have acquired, by the 
ratifientions of the sovereigns, that indeli 
ble character it does not yet possess, the 
armies of France, Eugland and Sardinia will 
}abandon the Crimea and Constantinople 
| and return home, while the armies of Aus- 
| tria will quit the Danubian Principalities 
and retire beyond the frontiers of the em- 
pire. A few foreign journals have said the 
contrary ; we believe these journals have 
been ill informed. 
Tn every case their error may be gasily 
explained. The allied powers, foresecing 
the continuance of the war and its devel- 
opement on a grander scale, have accumu- 
lated in the magazines erected around Con- 
stantinople and the Crimea, inexhaustable 
| stores of every description, A considerable 
| length of time must clapse before these im- 
| mense stores can be shipped back to the 
shores of England, France and Sardinia ; 
perhaps the 1856 will not be a sufficient 
length of time, It is very evident that 
these stores must remain in the custody of 
| the allied troops, which will be detained 
\in those fn distant countries until the re- 
j Inoval shall have been completed. It is, 
perhaps this indispensable sojourn of the 
French, English and Sardinian troops that 
has been taken for a temporary occu- 
pation of the Turkish provinee by the al- 
| lied armies. 
| It appears that the Conference has settled 
in asense highly favorable to the Sultan, 
another question of the most delicate na- 
| ture. The fourth article of the conditions 
proposed by the Court of Vienna, and ac- 
| cepted by the Court of St. Petersburg, has 
| regulated in general terms the lot of the 
| Christain. population. It had been said 
| “that the immunities of the rayas subject 
to the Porte should be solemnly confirmed 
without prejudice, to the independence and 
| dignity of the Sultan’scrawn ; that delib- 
crations should take place between Austria, 
| France, Great Britian and the Sublime 
Porte, for the purpose of securing to the 
Christian subjects of the Sultan, their reli~ 
gions and political rights; that Russia 
| should be invited to take part in them.” 
We know what has taken place. The 
deliberations agreed upon lave been lield 
at Constantinople, and the Sultan's decrees 
have satistied ae desires so justly expressed 
by the allied powers. But these decrees 
emanuated from the free will of the Sultan.

But they were not to eat that meal; and 
for many and many of them a yet deeper 
slumber was prepared—the couch spread 
out, and the pillow ready beneath their 
feet. 

It would have been an historical treason 
to the memory of the heroes who perished 
| if we had omitted to recall these circum- 
| stances of disparity between their situqtion 
and the situation of the host whom they 
on that day hurled backinto the Tehernaya. 

Sir De Lacy Evans being sick (as we 
have said), General Pennefather had the 
honour to command the Second Division A 
und now despatching General Adams with

echelon. Next these, on the Sebastopol, or

We have too much respect for the United 
States to believe that Mr. Cass is anythi 
but Mr. Cass—a very intemperate, =f 
foul-mouthed old fellow. : 

To the general quostion, apart from the 
agreeable episodes imported into it by thia 
amicable peace-maker, we have only to 
call the attention of the Americans to two 
or three points which they may take on 
our word. The British people no ill 
will whatever, to the Americans 4 they 
have no designs whatever, against them, 
and take quite as much pleasure in hearing 
of the unbounded extension of the Anglo- 
Saxon family, religion, and laws in the New 
World as Americans can possibly do them- 
selves, They don't think it worth while 
to rake up the history of the American 
wars, and are almost to a man of opinion, 
that the Americans were in the right to 
assert their independence, and deserved 
all their success, They would certainly 
fecl a war with the United States to be an 
unnatural discreditable, and inevitably un- 
fortunate one, inasmuch as neither side 
could gain honor by it, nor any advantag 
which will not bring spontaneously in time, 
They are of opinion, that two such 
populous, wealthy, and energetic: 
could not possibly go to war without in- 
Hicting great losses upon one another, and, 
that such is our common interests in 
that the triumphs and disasters of either 
side would be almost indifferently disasters 
to the other. 

They would much prefer that neither 
side gponl suffer any loss of honor: they 
are, however, bound to look after them- 
selves; and are only desirous to make no 
greater concessions to the United St 
than they would do to any great Eu: 

State. The Gentleman, whose speech we 
have commented on above, says that the 
public press, aud we in eetee are faith 
tul exponents of public opiuion in this 
country. On his own shewing, then, wo 
appeal to the Ainerican public to acce 
our assurance that wo have no other wi 
whatever, than to get out of these questions 
without improper and needless humiliations 
but that we'shall certainly think it due to 
our character and. position, not to make: 
apy greater concessions to the United States 
than we should to any other Power in tho 
world, 


SLAVERY LN NEW JERSEY. 


A correspondent of Fred. Douglass's pa- 
per, Shin from Long Branch, N. Jy 
speaks of some of the slaves yet living in 
Now Jersey. He says 

“Thore are yet in this State, many of 
the remaining relies of the peculiar insti- 
tutions in the person ofits victims.

every six hours. As soonus the purging begins 
to subside, the astringent medicine should be 
lessens d in quantity, and gradually discontinue 
Bleeding will rar is be necessary, unless the

As- 
tringents should be nsed with much caution 
here, It is probably an effort of nature to get 
rid of something that offends. A few doses of 
grucl will nusist in affecting this purpose, and 
tie purging will cease without astiiigent medi-

necessary. Need we dilate on this sub

Now to gardening; we are applied’to for | 
information in regard to preparation cf | 
soil, manures to be applied, kind of. seed 
to be planted, and the time forthe perform:- 
ance Of all these oderations. We also have 
‘letters asking about thie finer or rarer kinds 
of vegetables. We-will try to angweras 
many of the questions as canbe replied to 
in a short article. 


1. Szecton axp DPreranation o¥ 
Sou.—For a vegetable garden, an eastern 
or south-eastern exposure should be secur- 
ed, if possible, so as to avail of the early 
morning sun the whole growing season, and 
to secure an earlier maturity of crops. Kor 
some of the more tender Varieties of fruitr, 
a cold western or north-western exposure 
is best, because the budsare thus kept back 
till after the late spring frosts, whereas, if 
in 4 warm exposure, they come forth in 
early spring only to be destroyed by the 
first biting air. The surface of the ground 
should be level, or nearly so, to prevent 
the washing away of the fine soil during 
heavy showers of spring floods. ‘The soil 
should be clayey enough to remain moist 
without packing, and sandy enough to be 
friable and readily worked with ordinary 
tools, _ If the soil be too wet or- clayey it 
cannot be worked early in spring. A good 
loam, not naturally wet, and with a warm 
exposure, may be worked as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground and the surface 
isnicely dried. Ifthe soil be wet, it should 
be thouroughily underdrained, aud all'stones, 
stumps, and other obstructions entirely rée- 
moyed. 

In’ breaking a new piece of ground for 
forming a garden, plow it deeply with a 
surface plow, running a subsoil plow in the 
bottom of every furrow fo its greatest depth, 
and plant the whole earth with round po- 
tatoes, having previously manured witli a 
heavy coating of well-decomposed barn-yard 
manure, The next seoson the soil will be 
fit for garden use, Ifthe soil be inclined 
to pack, or contains too much clay, it should 
be thrown up in ridges in the autumn, and 
remain exposed to frost during the whole 
winter, ‘The freezing ‘and thawing will 
render it loose and free for the spring work, 
and the expenso will be equal to the use of 
a_ strong team and heayy plow where, the 
plot is large, or good spading ina small 
garden stocked with fruit-trees and bushes, 
where animals cannot be introduced—in- 
deed, we believe no avimal should be used 
to plow a kitchen garden—for if the soil be 
well manured, the extra crop arising from 
the thorough disintegration of the soil will 
repay the greater Jabor of hhand-spading. 

Manvnes,—Large crops of choice veget- 
ables cannot be grown without plenty of 
manure, properly prepared and apalied All 
yard and stable manures used should be 
thrown in a compost heap with decompos- 
ed muck, charcoal-dust, ditch-scrapings, or 
rich earth, and thofoughly mixed with one 
or more of these substances, keeping the 
heap well moistened with the brown liquor 


ing required. They should then be well 
turned ‘and mixed, and spaded or forked 
under the soil before boing much exposed | 
to the weath Ileaps of soil, ditch-serap- | 
ings, or muck saturated with the liquor of | 
the barn-yard may always be employed 
with advantage, and a heap of this kind | 
should be so situated as to take all the 
drainage and slops from the house. Many 
dollars’ worth of manure are annually lost 
to every garden by the want of some such 
simple arrangement. A coating of lime 
and ashes should be wpplicd to the surface 
of the soil before planing eoods, and after | 
plowing and spading the soil, This will | 
correct all acidity, besides affording nutri- | 
mont of a kind required by all crops. 

Long, undecomposed horse manure | 
should be used to cover asparagus beds and 
rhubarb plantations in the autumn, and in | 
carly spring renioved as soon as sottled 
weather begins,

DEATH OF THE EMPEROR NICHOLAS, 

The Emperor Nicholas was ill at St. 
srsburgh, when the news of the unsuc- 
ssf] attack upon Eupatoria reached him. 
For nearly two years he had heard nothing 
but disastrous tidings. He had just given 
his consent to the resumption of negotia- 
| tions at Vienna; he had hoped to have 
enforced good terms by the stubborn de- 
fence of Sebastopol and the apture of 
Eupatoria, which is a place of incalculable 
importance to the Allies for ulterior oper- 
j ations. The laft blow is said to have shak- 
cn his spiritsincurably, He from thatmo- 
ment rapidly sank ; and on Friday morn- 
| ing, the 2nd of March, in the 59th | 
is age, and the 81st of his reig 
thed hislast. The event was known |} 
in Paris the same day ; but its results can- 
| not be truly estimated even now. 

Here we close for the present, this col 
lective account; all the incidents of the

THE BIRTHS OF 
It will be interesting at the present mo- 
| ment, to revert to the circumstances attend- 
| ing the birth of each of the members of 
| the Imperial family of Buonaparte. 

: Narorros 1. 

The family of the Buonapartes were of 
some distinction in Italyinthe middle ages, 
Thev are mentioned in the Golden Book 
of Bologna, and in the Peerage of Treviso ; 
but when Napoleon the Great was told of 
| such descent, he was in habit of saying 
| that he was satisfied to be the Rudolph of 
| Hapsburg of his race, or that he “dated 
| his nobility from Monte Notte,” 

Carlo Buonaparte was born March 29, 
| 1746. He studied law at the University 
of Corte, and soon became the leading ad- 
yocate in the small town of Ajaccio. There 
in 1764, he married Letitia Ramolino, then 
fourteen years old, the most beautiful girl 
in the place. The Ramolinos belonged to 
the Genoese party in Corsia ; Carlo Buon- 

dto the party of patrols 
under Paoli. Carlo. Buonaparte become 
Paoli’s secretary. In 1768 the state of 
Genoa sold their rights over the Island of 
ato France Such a sale, the barter 
people, like a herd of cattle, was a 
violation of all national law. The Corsi- 
as resisted, and symputhy for their cause 
pr all over Europe. Paoli and the 
patriots of Corsia determined to resist the 
Frevch. They could not prevent their

triot party of Corsia were annihilated at a 
blow, and Corsica lost its freedom. 

After the battle of Ponte Nuovo, Carlo 
Buonaparte and his wife fled to a villa they 
had inthe mountains of Corsia, called Monte | 

Roaondo. ‘The French, however, sent a

| tains, inviting them to return to the town, 
Carlo Buonaparte was sent by the patriots 
to Dorte, and he came back with passports 
of security. Tlie patriots’ then began to

We have not space here to describe modes 
of culture, and must refer our readers to 
“Bridgeman’s Gardener's Assistant” for 
full particulars. 

Cxreny.—The early crop will be grown 
by few. For the ordinary crop, sow the 
seed thickly in drills half an inch deep and 
nine inchs apart, as early in spring as the 
ground can be worked. The soil should 
be very rich, and frequently watered with 
dilute manure water. Should the tops 

‘ow very tall, cut them back once or twice, 
| being careful not to injure the center of the 
plant. This operation will render the roots 
of the plants stocky and strong, About 
the last of June prepare a piece of ground 
by ploughing or spading trenches four or 
six inches deep, and about four or five feet 
asunder, A large quantity of well decom- 

sed, moist manure should be dug in the 
sere of the trench, and the plants should 
be set in the center of the trench, about 
five inches apart, and well watered till es- 
tablished. The time for setting, about the 
beginning of July. The soil should be well 
stirred about the plants till about one foot 
high, when the earth should be hoed up 
about them, leaving the ends of the tops 
sticking out ofthe bank. The only pre- 
caution’ to be observed is to prevent the 
earth from falling in among the central 
shoots. “The earthing up” should be con- 
tinued from time to time till cold weather, 
when, if the plants be removed, the stalks 
will be found white and delicate. They 
may be “heeled in,” in the cellar, and kept 
for winter use, The stalks are eaten with 
a little salt, 

Kaxe.—Not much grown, 

Oxxs.—Pods used for soup when the 
seeds are nearly full sized. Extensively 
grown in the South, and used in our hotels 
when dried, during winter, as an ingredi- 
ent of many soups. Resembles asmall tree 
from three to five feet high, bearing large 
quantities of pods. Ripe seeds sometimes 
used. as coffee: There are two kindsin use, 
either of which are good. Plant four or 
five seeds in a hill, rows about as far apart 
as common corn, Ifill frequently, and 
when the plants are afew inches high re- 
move all but one of the most vigorous. 

Sarsury, or vegetable oyster, is yery 
much esteemed by some. The root is like 
a small carrot, and of a white color, Sow 
seed in April or May, in drills one inch 
deep, twelve inches asunder, 

Sow it thickly, and when well up, thin 
to two or three inches distant. The roots 
are fit for use in autumn, or may be Jeft in 
the ground all winter, for use in spring. 

Srisacu requires a very rich soil. Sow 
in drills one half inch deep and nine inches 
apart; keep them well hoed till the leaves 
attain a large size. Sow the roundleayed 
spinach in March or April, as early as the 
ground can be worked for summer use. Sow 
the prick! arieties in September, on 
ground previously occupied by carrots or 
beets, and cover with coarse litter to protect 
through the winter, In early spring  re- 
move the protection, and uso the leaves 
for greens, ‘ 
We have thus given a short notice of the 
principal vegetables not in general uso, with 
tho hope that some of our friends may be 
induced to add to their luxuries by grow- 
ing some of them, 
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RED OAMOMILE TO DE : 


STROY INSEOTS, 


The Journal d' Horticulture de Belgium 
states that a powder made from the flow- 
ors of the red camomile ( Pyrethrum rose- 
tum) omits’ an odor 80 strong and Pentti: 
ing that it kills all the insects and all the 
yormin of which, until now, no certain 
agont of destruction has beon found’ An 
American morchant travelling in the south 
of Asia, observed that the inhabitants sprin- 
kled themselves with a powder to prevent 
the ating of insects. He found that the 
powder was “nothing elso than that mado 
from the flowors of the red camomile.” 
Tho plant is quite hardy, and is now bulti- 
vated to a great oxtont in Southern Russia, 
h Transenucassi alono 88,000 ths, of pow- 
der aro annually mado for consumption in 
tho Russian Empire.

FROM NEW BRUNSWIOK. 
Srramnoar Expiosion. 

From the St. Johns Morning News of 
May 12, we take the following particulars 
in regard to a steamboat explosion which 
occurred on St. John River, on Thursday, 
last week :— . 
“The steamer J. D. Pierce, Capt. Wood, 
which Joft Fredricton at 6 o'clock on the 
morning of that day, was on her route to 
Woodstock; when nearly half way thither 
her boiler burst, causing a serious loss of 
life, and destruction of property. 

Several passengers were on board at the 
time, and among the killed were Mrs. T. M.

P. Wetmore, Esq. ; Robert Millar, Pilot, of 
Woodstock; a man named Work of To- 
bique, and another whose name was Merr- 
fitt, Mr. Johnson, (husband of the lady 
who was killed) and several others, receiv- 
ed serious injury. ‘The steamer at the time 
was landing a passenger in a small boat,

Jand Farmer: 


_ 1. Milk should never be set for butter, 
in a dark, damp cellars the case with 
butter makers in this section—as the cream 
is, moulded before it hastime to rise, which 
gives the butter a mouldy taste, 

2. The milk is allowed to set too long 
before being skimmed, which gives it a} 
cheesy taste, | 
_ 3. The cream is kept’ too long, before it | 
is churned, after it is skimmed, which gives | 
it the taste of the other two; and also a! 
sour taste, 

4. The butter should never be washed in 
water, because it takes away that beautiful | 
aroma so essential to good butter. 

4. It should never be taken in « person's 
warm hands, as the heat melts certain por- 
tions of the globules, which gives it an oily 
taste, and makes it become rancid soon, 

6. The milk should be set in good clean | 
tin or earthen pans, in & dry, open, airy, 
and shady place, above ground, if possible, 
although a cellar may be so built, and ven- | 
tilated, as to answerthe purpose. It-never 
should set over 24 hours, in warm weather ; | 
and for a dairy of three cows or over, the 
cream should be churned every morning, 
and never be kept over 48 hours, in warm 
weather; in cold weatherpit may be kept 
longer. It should ‘always be About the | 
|same heat that the milk ig when drawn | 
from the cow, churned steadily, and I have 
never known it to fail of coming readily ; 
(we use a cylinder churn) itis then taken 
from the churn with « wooden butter Indle, 
into a wooden tray, which has been well 
sealded and eooled in pure cold) watér; the 
salt is then worked in, to suit the taste, | 
with the ladle, which is easily done, with | 
little practice, and the butter-milk, well | 
worked out; it is then set away in a cool | 
place for about 24 hours, when itis well 
worked over as long as milk or pickle can 
be worked out. Butter made in this way, 
and put down jn stone pots and kept froin 
the air, will keep good for a long time. 


RAISING POTATOES UNDER STRAW. 

Several of our correspondents, within a 
year have spoken favorubly of the practice 
of planting potatoes and covering with 
straw, both as a less laborious. and more 
profitable method of raising that crop. As 
long as 1824, we saw this method practised 
jin Vermont, andit was) reported: highly 
successful, but for some reason it has not 
come into general use. The experiments 
we'saw tried were by selecting a short pas- 
ture field, and dropping the seed at suitable 
distances over the ground, and then, cover- 
ing the whole ith a coat of straw to the 
depth of a foot or more. In the fall, the 
straw was raked off and the potatoes pick- 
ed up all dry. Ina wet season this plan 
was thought to be effective. The editor 
Pike county (Ill) Free Press has been 
presented with potatoes raised the last sea- 
son by a Mr. Thipman of that vicinity, and 
details as follows : 

Mr. Shipmam informed lis tliat he planted 
them in ih usual manner, then covered 
them to the depth of about six inches with 
straw ; after this no farther cultivation was 
requiro—the straw kept down the weeds, 
and the potatoes were not disturbed until 
they were dug,, Not only has this method 

roduced hima very fine potatoe, but it: 
as this year brought him an extraordinary 
yield—4 bushels to’ the square rod, or at 
the rate of 640 bushels to the acre. 

He has tried this mode of culture for 
three years past, and has in every instance 
found it to bring results superior to. the 
common method. ‘This year he has plant- 
ed at three different times, with the follow- 
ing results; 

Early in April he planted Mashonoces in 
both ways, and pinkeyes under the straw 
all were in the same kind of ground. The 
Meshanocks cultivated yielded two bushels 
and one peck to the square rod; those cov- 
ered with straw, four bushels and one peck ; 
and the pinkeyes covered four bushels, 

Pinkeyes planted on the 26th of May, 
covered with straw, yielded two and a half 
bushels and four quarts-to the rod. They; 
were the smallest potatoes, 

Pinkeyes planted about the bast of Juno, 
covered, brought two bushels and one qrt 
to the square rod. These, although the 
smallest yield, were the largest potatocs, 
and of the best quality — Woreester Palla- 
dium, April 16,
